Tension Curve forces sheet to lie flat when nailed 
to deck. 
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A NEW RULING BY USDA makes it clear that 
ASC price supports will not be extended 
to include crotalaria seed. The seed 
(poisonous to livestock and poultry) are 
turning up in mixtures with corn and soy- 
beans harvested this fall. Support loans 
will not be made on crops containing 
crotalaria. 





NOW, THAT'S MORE LIKE IT. Graham Harrelson, 
Whiteville, N.C., figures it cost him $1 
an acre to cultivate one of his corn 
fields this year. Three days after plant- 
ing, he sprayed with 2,4-D; after once 
over with a rotary hoe, he a again, 
with 2,4-D and liquid nitrogen. Says it 
used to be the worst field in the county 
for cockleburs—but none this year. 
Yield? 100 bushels an acre. 





APPLES FOR TOOTH BRUSHES. A British scien- 
tist and dental surgeon, Dr. Geoffrey L. 
Slack, divided children into two groups. 
One group was given fresh apple slices 

to eat after each meal—the second group 
received no apples. After two years, the 
group receiving apple slices after each 
meal suffered only half the amount of 
tooth decay as the no-apple group—and 
just one-third the incidence of gum dis- 
orders. 





TIRED OF THE HARD WORK of unloading a 
horizontal (trench or bunker) silo? USDA 
is putting final refinements on an elec- 
trically-powered automatic unloader to 

do the whole job for you. It bites into 
the silage with a horizontal auger, con- 
veys it to truck or wagon, at rate of 175 
to 200 pounds of silage per minute. 





FARMERS BUY MORE MACHINES. Industry re- 
ports indicate that the lag in machinery 
purchases by farmers—evident early this 
year—is. past; and that equipment sales 
may push ahead of 1959 rates this fall. 


“AERIAL ESPIONAGE” will round up tax-dodg- 
ing tracts of farmland in North Carolina. 
Idea is to compare official property 
records with aerial maps, then publicly 
claim land which is not listed on tax 
rolls. Owners are then expected to claim 
ownership—and get the land listed for 
taxes. 
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LESS LOSS is the dubious distinction for 
federal farm price-support activities for 
fiseal 1960. Uncle Sam lost only $795 
million; it was $891 million for a year 
ago. Difference was largely due to 

lower support prices for feed grains. 





BUMBLEBEES have come into their own. 
They're essential to a developing new 
*industry"—production of hybrid cotton, 
impossible without the bees. One hybrid 
breeder, in a pinch, buys bumblebees, 
usually locates breeding plots in the 
scarce locations where the big bees 
abound naturally. 


POSSIBLE rule-of-thumb for Johnson grass 
control comes from Miss. Exp. Sta. tests. 
Clipping off (to ground) sprouts from 
Johnson grass rhizomes, at 14 days from 
emergence, and again at 21 days, has 
killed the plant. Probably wouldn't work 
with regrowth from established rhizomes, 
however. 








CRANBERRIES FOR CHRISTMAS? Last year's 
"low blow" to cranberry growers by the 
Food And Drug Adm. didn't break up all 
the producers, or frighten them off, 
either. They are stepping up production 
this year by an estimated 4%. 

Means that another case of slipshod 
handling by FDA to create more “scares" 
during the crucial Thanksgiving—Christmas 
season could be even more disastrous 

to farmers than last year. 





YOUR cropland acreage allotment for land 
in Conservation Reserve and Great Plains 
Conservation Program is now protected for 
double the period of your contract. New 
legislation doubles the term of protec- 
tion in effect before. 


BEATING THE TAX RAP—THE HARD WAY. If a 
farmer sells all the topsoil off a field, 
leaving it unfit for crop production, can 
he report the profit—over the original 
price of the land—as a capital gain? 

Yes! One farmer who tried it was first 
told by Internal Revenue that he would 
have to pay regular income tax on the 
profit—but he took it to Tax Court, 
where the decision was overruled.

News BEHIND THE FARM NEWS 


For the good 
ond of whom? 


STATING that they see an end to the 
surplus of cotton and recognize the 
need for adequate stocks, the Board 
of Directors of the National Cotton 
Council (among others) urged the 
Secretary of Agriculture to take note 
of these factors in determining acreage 
allotments for 1961. 

At the conclusion of its meeting 
in Lubbock, Tex., the Board issued 
a statement recommending that the 
Secretary “carefully estimate require- 
ments for U.S. cotton at home and 
abroad for next season and set the 
allotment at a level which will produce 
the quantity of cotton needed to meet 
these requirements.” The Council said 
this likely would mean an increase in 
acreage allotments. 

FARM AND RANCH learned in Wash- 
ington that the increase would be an- 
nounced “sometime before election.” 
(Law gives the Secretary until Octo- 
ber 15.) See “Why More °61 Cotton 
Acreage?” in cotton editions of FARM 
AND RANCH this month, page 19. 


Aim for 1961: 
Ww New farmer 
bargaining force 
IMPROVED prices . . . more desir- 
able production adjustments . . . im- 
proved contracts . . . added farmer in- 
fluence at the market place. These are 
major objectives of Farm Bureau’s 
stepped-up effort to organize apple, 
tomato and asparagus growers into 
bargaining associations. 

The Bureau is pushing to have as 
many associations as possible ready to 
bargain for these process commodities 
by January 1, President Charlie Shu- 
man told FARM AND RANCH. 

Existing bargaining groups spon- 
sored by state bureaus; new associa- 
tions organized by, or in conjunction 
with, state Bureaus are eligible to take 
part in the program. 

Area or regional associations will 
join the Agricultural Marketing Assn. 
by purchasing common stock, and 
will be represented on the board of 
the Bureau-controlled parent associa- 
tion. 

Farmers will join their local associa- 
tions, pay dues, perhaps pledge part 
of their crop. The association, acting 
as the producers’ agent will bargain 
for price, quality, quantity, etc. Con- 
tracts will be between processors and 
producers. 
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The movement is not to build a 
“union for farmers,” declared Shuman. 
“We don’t consider it to be compar- 
able, and don’t intend to use strikes or 
similar action to raise prices above 
market levels. We will try to improve 
prices, but we do not think of the 
plan as collective bargaining.” 

The Farm Bureau president sees 
this as the best of four solutions. Al- 
ternatives he names are: government 
production control and support pro- 
grams; union organization of farmers; 
and marketing agreements and orders 
(government authority to regulate 
markets).

O'Connell said agriculture is well on 
the way to being unionized, and hint- 
ed that farmers can defend against it 
by building good employer-employee 
relations. He warned that “the forces 
that control the food industry can 
control the nation.” 


The labor drive: 
ea farmers fight back 


IT’S estimated the AFL-CIO (AWOC) 
has now succeeded in signing up 5,000 
farm workers (out of a total work 
force of 585,000 in California). No 
major contracts have been signed with 
the union. Small farmers here and 
there have been hit and hurt. Few 
of the large operations actually lost 
notable sums of money. 

Most important, however, is the 
new spirit of fighting back among the 
growers. The local and state-wide or- 
ganizing efforts, the reciprocal-help 
programs, and the alerting of the gen- 
eral public to the facts in the case, all 
are totted up as gains by the growers. 

On the other hand, there are very 
few that think any great victory has 
been won. Growers tend to believe 
union boasts that they are here to 
stay and will enter next season with 
more trained organizers, more funds 
and more experience. 

“We are witnessing a social revolu- 
tion,” Irving Perlus, director of the 
State Department of Employment, be- 
lieves, “and we have to be realistic 
about it. But I don’t think agriculture 
has suffered this year.” 

The question you hear most from 
growers in the state is, “Why is Cali- 
fornia’s Administration mad at farm- 
ers?” Nobody seems to know the an- 
swer. Governor Brown disclaims such 
an attitude, “But we are interested in 
human beings, too,” he says. Thus, 
the puzzle: What does a grower have 
to do to become a human being? 

Push is on for 


- national milk plan 


“NATIONAL milk shed” advocators 
are busier than ever trying to come up 
with a nation-wide marketing plan for 
the dairy industry that will get the sup- 
port of all segments. 

But all is not coming up roses. A 
National Grange spokesman said the 
Grange will not ask Congress for any 
specific dairy legislation in this direc- 
tion next session unless there is a gen- 
eral movement for “some type of en- 
abling operation” on a broad front in 
the industry. 

However, Grange is being urged by 
its dairy committee to continue efforts 
to develop an “over-all framework un- 
der which specific commodity groups 
could formulate programs tailored to 
meet their problems,” for considera- 
tion by Congress. 
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Grain storage 
. 4 charges . . . and 
counter charges 


A subcommittee of the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee has charged, after 
making what it calls a complete study 
of the situation, that USDA has sore- 
ly mishandled the job of storing the 
nation’s 11,000 warehouses of grain. 
The committee, headed by Sen. Sym- 
ington (D-Mo.), said disregard of 
sound business practices by Secretary 
Benson has cost the taxpayers millions 
of dollars. (Cost of storing CCC stocks 
is running about $1.2 million a day 
at present.) 


The Mudd Bank: 
farm owners’ dowry 


THE Great American Game of beat- 
ing the income tax rap has become a 
major industry. Most organized groups 
employ batteries of lawyers and lob- 
byists to exploit legal loopholes—and 
create still more—to cut their mem- 
bers’ share of taxes. And Harvey 
Mudd College, Claremont, Calif., 
beckons to well-to-do landowners with 
one of the most intriguing tax es- 
capes yet. 

“Are capital gains taxes keeping 
you from selling your land?” adver- 
tises the college. Then donate your 
farm land or other property or securi- 
ties to the college. It will place them 
in trust for you, convert them into 
tax-free bonds and create tax-free in- 
come for you, for your lifetime. Im- 
plied in the gimmick is that higher- 
income landowners can probably en- 
joy more net income this tax-free way 
than if they kept property and paid 
taxes on the income. The income re- 
verts entirely to the college after the 
landowner’s death, of course. 

Internal Revenue Service is work- 
ing to close this tax loophole, but 
meantime Mudd College and num- 
erous others are fattening their en- 
dowment funds with its aid. 


Cities sick of 
Ww Soil Bank 


EDITORIAL comment of one leading 
daily newspaper is typical of growing 
urban reaction to land retirement leg- 
islation: “The General Accounting 
Office has disclosed serious abuses in 
the government's Soil Bank program, 
and the only surprising thing would be 
if anyone were surprised.” 
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The editorial might have been more 
fair and more complete if the editor 
had gone on to point out that any 
government “gimme” program invites 
crooks and tricksters to try to beat 
Uncle. The great mystery is why the 
writer expected that farmers should 
be so different. 


Forecast: 
three-fourths 


= . of a rain 


LOUISIANA Delta farmers are the 
latest to get “applied,” up-to-date farm 
weather information—like Mississip- 
pi’s Delta farmers have had for a year. 
Nine radio stations and a daily news- 
paper in the 11 selected Louisiana 
Delta parishes are on a teletype net- 
work with five Weather Bureau offices, 
and will release specialized farm 
weather forecasts three times a day. 
Information furnished is for three 12- 
hour periods, with an outlook for the 
third day. 

To make forecasts more useful, say 
reports, they are given numerically. 
For example, “three-tenths of the sky 
is covered with clouds,” “showers over 
80% of the Delta,” etc. A forecast 
of “50% rainfall” would mean it’s 
fairly safe to poison cotton for in- 
sects, if you're using a quick-kill chem- 
ical. But if it’s just a routine schedule, 
better wait until you have better than a 


50-50 chance of “wash off.” 
Feyer toting tick 
Ww found in Florida 


THE red tick, known carrier of Texas 
cattle fever and several other exotic 
animal diseases including East Coast 
fever, has been found in Florida. 

An inspector checking animals in 
a compound of “Africa, U.S.A.”"— 
a zoo at Boca Raton, Fla.—found the 
tick for the first time in North Amer- 
ica, according to USDA. 


Impatient Patton 


‘W wants water controls 


FARMERS Union chief James Patton 
is ready to “blow up the small Hell's 
Canyon Dam and build the high dam 
to serve the public,” according to a 
story in his house organ, Union Farm- 
er. Patton was joined in his war 
dance for “giant power” at a water 
conference at Billings, Mont., on Sep- 
tember 22-23, by a long list of back- 
ers, including Jack Kennedy. They 
called for “creating river authorities 
to administer all resources in every 
river in the nation.” 


Livestock shows: 
‘W overdone or doomed? 


ONE of the cattle country’s fondest in- 
stitutions, the fat stock show, is about 
to be shook up like never before in 
its staid history. In the triangle be- 
tween Denver, Kansas City and Hous- 
ton, it has flourished best, dear to the 
hearts of Chambers of Commerce. It 
has ignored criticism that it taught 
unrealistic values to farm youngsters, 
at the expense of more worthwhile 
training. For decades, carefully- 
coiffed 4-H girls, in white boots and 
tight pants, have daintily led around 
the show ring their grunting, huffing 
steers—carefully pampered by dad's 
herd foreman for the past two years. 
And hard-working 4-H and FFA boys 
have used up hundreds of dollars, 
two or three nurse cows and the best 
years of their lives to get a single 
waddling, two-year-old “calf” into the 
blue ribbon class. After the shows, the 
slaughter value of the “calf” is only a 
fraction of what it cost to get it that 
far. So, local merchants, zealous to 
“help the youngsters,” have shelled 
out millions of dollars to bail them out. 
It wouldn't be wasted if it taught prac- 
tical values to the youngsters, and 
dramatized quality in livestock, or put 
a little glamour in the right place. 

But does it? Most hog shows have 
long since faced up to the facts— 
that the blue-ribbon show hog should 
be the one that produced the most 
pork for the fewest dollars, and would 
hang up the most profitable carcass 
in the cooling room. Fat lamb and 
steer shows are having a hard time 
moving out of their buggy-whip tradi- 
tion. 

Recently, the champion steer at the 
International Livestock Exposition at 
Chicago was so sloppy fat that it was 
fit only for tankage—not for meat. 
And, in many smaller shows, the 
lambs and steers that would produce 
the most dollars worth of lamb or 
beef often would never get past the 
sifting committee. “Not fat enough.” 
And a hard-headed, dollar-wise buyer 
often wouldn't take the purple-ribbon 
Steer back to slaughter; the yield of 
prime cuts would be too low. 

We predict it won't be that way 
much longer. State experiment station 
and private-industry research is zero- 
ing in On some ways to make lamb 
and beef cattle judging pick ‘em for 
value, not ridiculous extremes. And 
their gentle pressure will make fat 
stock shows make sense.

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HOW 
EASY 
CAN YOU FEED?

EEDING time used to be no small chore on the 

Bob Cohen ranch near Llano, Tex. Cohen buys 
nearly all the feed for his 2,400-hen (at peak) laying 
flock and 20-sow herd of registered hogs—plus the 
feed it takes for 80 beef cows and their calves, and a 
half dozen or so club calves. It’s some 15 miles from 
the Cohen ranch to town—deep in the rolling range 
country—and at least 100 miles to any real grain-pro- 
ducing areas. 

Between harvest seasons, hog and poultry feed de- 
livered to the Cohen ranch can get pretty expensive, 
that far from where it’s grown, and in a section where 
feed stores haven’t much reason to handle grain, any- 
way. So Cohen has built his own “feed store”—a 
450,000-pound-capacity feed center on the ranch, for 
storing, handling, grinding and mixing the grain he 
needs. By buying at harvest time part or all of the 
350,000 pounds of milo and 100,000 pounds of oats his 
five steel bins can store—and having it hauled direct 
from field to his bins—Cohen can save 10 to 15 cents 
a bushel on oats, as much as 20 cents a hundred on 
milo. Adding commercial concentrates and supplements, 
as the grain is ground in the feed center, balances out 
the rations. 

But scooping and sacking all that feed would be a 
backbreaking job. So Cohen is making his feed center 
all-pushbutton. An auger from each of the five bins 
lifts grain, as it’s needed, into the feed room’s grinding 
“pit.” (Floor of the feed room is 4 feet above ground 
level—so the hammermill, sitting at ground level, can 
be fed by gravity flow.) Too, the loading “pit” can also 
be above ground level and safe from flooding. South 
side of the central feed room—used for storage of 
sacked concentrates and supplements, as well as “as- 
sembling” ground grains—is partly open, to make a 
waist-high loading dock, covered by an open shed. 
The shed also houses the tractor which powers the 
hammermill. 

The hammermill grinds and lifts the feed back into 
a loading “pit.” From there, another auger—mounted 
on an overhead trolley rail—lifts the ground grain, plus 
commercial concentrate, into a mixing wagon backed 
up to the loading dock. 

It's a matter of minutes, then, for the tractor to pull 
the wagon to the hog pens and laying house, mixing 
as it goes, and fill the hogs’ self-feeders and feed bin of 
the chickens’ automatic feeder—and the week’s feeding 
is done.

What it Means 


HARD-HIT by early fall rains, at 
harvest time, cotton farmers in Texas’ 
Lower Rio Grande Valley asked for 
“disaster designation”—to become eli- 
gible for emergency loans. Leader in 
the move was the arch-conservative 
Valley Farm Bureau, outspoken critic 
of government aid programs and a 
public “gimme” attitude. 

Reason for the “disaster designa- 
tion” is to make short-term loans avail- 
able, from a special federal fund set 
aside for the purpose—at a lower in- 
terest rate and on less strict terms 
than normal loans from banks and 
PCA’s. The fund has been little used 
since the drouths of the mid-fifties. 

To outsiders, the reduced value of 
the Valley cotton crop might not look 
like a “disaster,” in a business as 
hazardous and variable as cotton pro- 
duction. The cotton yield was reduced 
considerably, and rain severely re- 
duced the grade of the crop (about 
$25 worth per bale). To Valley cot- 
ton farmers—who have to pay their 
bills and keep a roof over their heads 
—it doubtless was a worse “disaster” 
than the everyday disasters of farm- 
ing. 

As Valley Farm Bureau points out, 
the federal loans and interest have to 
be repaid, to the penny; they’re not 
hand-outs. But it is still dependence 
on Uncle Sam, instead of on private 
business—banks and PCA’s. And it’s 
another story of how big government 
stays that way; when things get tough, 
even the normally self-reliant holler 
“Uncle.” 


Silage On Demand 


CONTRACT feeding is a big business 
in Johnson County, Tex. Tell Leo 
Baldwin, of Mountain Valley Ranch, 
you want him to take over the regular 
chore of feeding your dairy herd and 
—for about $11 a ton delivered—the 
job’s all his. You don’t have to plant 
another seed for silage for your milk 
cows. 

That's a few dollars per ton more 
than it would probably cost you to 
grow, harvest, ensile, dig out and 
feed your own silage. But Baldwin's 
customers figure it’s worth it. It saves 
them the investment, trouble and labor 
problems of growing their own, and 
allows them to keep more cows than 
their crop acreage would support.

“WHILE Russia threatens our future 
by closing our lead in steel and other 
kinds of production, America main- 
tains its reassuring superiority in food 
and fiber production,” concludes a 
Midwestern farm economist. “Our 
wheat supply is a proud asset.” 

Sure. If we could get all the Rus- 
sians to stand still while we smothered 
them with wheat and choked them to 
death on butter. But cold wars and 
nuclear wars aren't fought that way— 
or with artificially-created surpluses of 
steel, engineers, schoolhouses or what- 
have-you, either. In World War II 
times, that was an advantage—but it’s 
a little late to prepare for that war. 
Now, it won't produce the best anti- 
missile missile (which takes pounds, 
not millions of tons, of metals), or 
keep Communists out of the Congo 
or America from softening itself to 
death, like the man who jumped into 
the cold cream vat. 

Like so many other folks belatedly 
alarmed over Communism, the econo- 
mist hasn’t paused to wonder: Why is 
it necessary to outproduce and out- 
everything Russia? Why race with 
Russia? To have warehouses piled 
with surpluses of wheat, steel, coal and 
cuckoo clocks? So we can have five 
or 10 times as much as Russia? 

No. You don't win victories, in 
cold wars or nuclear wars, that way. 
Our sad experience with artificially- 
created farm surpluses should have 
taught us to produce only for what we 
need, not for a Soviet-style statistical 
goal. The victories go to the nation 
with the best brains—in government, 
where there’s a shortage we should 
worry about, and in industry—the 
hest weapons, (not the biggest stock- 
pile of them, or the biggest moon 
satellite) and the best national pur- 
pose, determination, and moral 
strength. We could use a stockpile of 
that. 


Gaff Hook For 
Loan Sharks 
LEAST government is best govern- 
ment, almost always, whether it’s state 
or federal government. Supporters of 
the “anti-loan-shark” proposal (Small 
Loan Amendment to the Constitution) 
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in Texas have a strong case for an 
exception, however. The measure, No. 
4 on the ballot in Texas in the No- 
vember general election, would limit 
the amount of interest any lender 
could charge, and require licenses. 

Too often, state laws have been 
passed to protect the selfish interests 
of a single pressure group. This one 
looks like one that’s in the interests 
of all Texans—as protection for ig- 
norant, careless or desperate small 
borrowers against loan sharks. 

Estimates of loan shark “take” in 
Texas are from $50 million a year to 
three or four times that much—the 
result of such things as small-loan in- 
terest rates of as much as 502% a 
year, showed by one investigation. 

Almost every other state already 
has some such law; Texas should— 
with an overwhelming “yes” vote for 
Amendment No. 4. 


Unions vs. Farmers: 
The Monster at Muenster 


‘TIS a sad day for farmer marketing 
associations when they must claim kin- 
ship and friendship for labor unions, 
as North Texas (Milk) Producers Assn. 
has done. The tone of the appeal to 
AFL-ClO-organized milk plant em- 
ployees of NTPA at Muenster—from 
its widely-respected manager, J. O. 
Woodman — is for brotherly reason- 
ableness. To foes of producer asso- 
ciations, it gives the NTPA-labor 
union dispute the sound of a failing- 
out among thieves. 
Say It Isn’t So 

Say it isn’t so, Mr. Woodman! 
Marketing associations are already 
under heavy fire from charges of un- 
fair tax benefits and monopolistic 
tendencies. Don’t alienate your friends 
by embracing your enemies! Dairy- 
men-farmers are even more anxious 
than everybody else to curb the reck- 
less, lawless power of labor unions, 
and even more alarmed by the unions’ 
current drive to take control in all 
agricultural processing industries — 
milk plants, cotton oil mills, and so 
on. NTPA’s Muenster plant is only 
one of their first victims; there'll be 
others. Teamsters’ Union lost a round 
at NTPA’s Sulphur Springs plant,

when employees there rejected their 
organization attempts. But they'll 
keep trying, there and a thousand 
other places—or AFL-CIO will. 
They’re busy all over Texas, where- 
ever there are enough “unorganized” 
employees to make it worthwhile to 
recruit for the labor bosses’ private 
armies. Agricultural processing plants 
are a juicy, unplucked plum. 


No Other Kind 


Sure, the demands of the Muenster 
plant employees, for double pay on 
Sundays and holidays, etc., are un- 
reasonable. What other kind of de- 
mands do labor unions make? Sure, 
it would add unnecessarily and in- 
tolerably to NTPA’s costs, and cut its 
dairymen-members’ income. What do 
labor unions care? “Just raise your 
price, to make up for it,” they tell 
NTPA. That’s reckless and almost 
impossible to do, even with NTPA’s 
bargaining power. So the labor unions’ 
ruthless squeeze against farmers’ in- 
come tightens from another direction. 
(See “Big Labor Tightens Farm 
Noose,” October FARM AND RANCH.) 
Next, they'll be moving into cotton 
gins, fruit and vegetable packing 
plants, and so on. Meanwhile, union 
bosses in Washington will be prod- 
ding the U.S. Justice Dept. to prose- 
cute producers’ associations for mo- 
nopolistic practices! 

Friends? “The same basic purpose 

(for) farm co-ops and labor 
unions?” Not on your life, Mr. Wood- 
man—not unless marketing associa- 
tions is to be an ugly word, too. Let’s 
don’t make it that. 

Sure, NTPA has a tough problem 
on its hands at Muenster. Others will 
be in the same boat with you, sooner 
or later. If NTPA can win at Muen- 
ster, it'll be a victory for all of them. 
But brotherly reasonableness and 
peaceful coexistence with unions has 
never worked yet; they accept it only 
to further their purposes. The only 
answer is an aroused public, to curb 
the irresponsible power which a sym- 
pathetic public has given the unions. 
We can only hope NTPA can draw 
the line at Muenster, somehow. It’s 
a defeat for democracy if it can’t be 
done. 
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Why more ‘61 COTTON ACREAGE? 


Does it spell trouble? 


A Farm and Ranch Staff Report 


IN THE SOUTH—Cotton production interests are pointing 
out that U. S. taxpayers are in for another plucking by 
big-time cotton interests. That the increase in upland cot- 
ton acreage (which appears definite at press time) is the 
result of the usual behind-the-scenes maneuvering of power- 
ful cotton leaders and politicians. 

Southeastern growers point to the ironic twist of having 
certain national cotton organizations and others reach for 
a 10% increase in the 16, 310,000-acre minimum for 1961, 
while the Federal Government pays farmers to not plant 
628,385 acres in the Conservation Reserve, and while tax- 
payers continue to foot the bill for a 6 cents per pound export 
subsidy. 

Apparently there was strong sentiment in the West to ex- 
tend the “A” and “B” plan into 1961. This move failed 
—a planned hearing by the House Cotton Subcommittee 
to hear reasons for the move was called off. But, Fritz 
Heidelberg, executive vice-president of the North Carolina 
Cotton Promotion Assn., in a letter to cotton leaders in 
North Carolina, flatly states that Western interests are likely 
to push for legislation which will permit them to “count” 
“B” acreage later in figuring future allotments. 

Farmers planted 16,306,000 acres of cotton in 1960, ac- 
cording to USDA. Production should reach about 14.3 
million bales for upland cotton. Added to a carryover of 
7.3 million, plus an estimated 60,000 bales of imported 
cotton, the supply figure comes to 21,662,000 bales. 

Disappearance for the 1960-61 marketing year is set at 
14.4 million bales. A downturn in domestic and export 
consumption is expected to cut disappearance by | to 12 
million bales from 1959-60. 

Thus the question: How can an increase in acreage be 
justified for 1961? 

A tour through the Southeast revealed that many farm 
leaders are disturbed over prospects of increased acreage. 
These folks generally subscribe to the philosophy of produc- 
tion controls and high price supports. 

Many of those interviewed fear an increase in acreage 
will result in a larger carryover and a surplus which will 
apply downward pressure on market prices just when cot- 
ton seems to be getting out of the woods. 

They find themselves hard-put to justify high price sup- 
ports in light of such a possibility. Some still sting from ac- 
tivity in 1958, which resulted in laws giving the Secretary of 
Agriculture authority to lower price supports to 65% of 
parity in 1962. 

In addition, many of them see the acreage increase as 
a means of shifting more acreage to the West—and its 
timeliness as a political gimmick to gain Republican support 
in the election. (Continued on page 49) 
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Or is it a need? 
Read these opposing views... 


WESTERN VIEWPOINT—General position of supporters 
of cotton acreage increase proposal (most Western and 
some Southwestern growers and some cotton industry groups) 
is that they want to gradually get the government out of 
cotton production and marketing. (But not ail the groups 
agree with this idea.) 

They admit the inconsistency of using Conservation Re- 
serve to retire some acreage while increasing it elsewhere, 
but have insisted all along that Reserve to reduce cotton 
production is foolish, and that its only accomplishment 
is to retire acreage that can’t produce cotton profitably. 
However, they contend that the Conservation Reserve mis- 
take doesn’t justify additional, more serious mistakes. 

The supporters argue that the acreage increase will be 
prorated among all cotton-growing states and their counties. 
Percentage-wise, each will have a chance at the same share 
of the increase; there would be no regional discrimination. 

However, in Cotton Gin and Oil Mill Press on August 1, 
1960, John P. Benson, president of the Western Cotton 
Growers wrote: “National interest should recognize that 
there is an urgent need to reallocate cotton acreage allot- 
ments to areas that can produce cotton in demand for the 
mill looms, and not for government loans.” 

The implication here is that upland cotton grown in the 
Southeast and mid-South is inferior to Western cotton, which 
in turn justifies action which would allow more cotton 
acreage to be shifted to the Western states. 

They see the decline of cotton acreage in some South- 
eastern areas as “voluntary” and “natural elimination”— 
claim that many Southeastern areas have surrendered (by de- 
fault) their historical allotments because growers couldn't 
make enough profit and haven't wanted to use the acreage. 
Western growers have preserved and increased theirs (under 
the “old” allotment-distribution formulas) by using their 
acreage. 

National Cotton Council’s “Mac” Horne, one of the coun- 
try’s respected farm economists, in his newest report on the 
national outlook for cotton—and what looks best for the 
future of cotton—concludes that keeping a large “national 
inventory” (surplus) of cotton on hand, rather than get- 
ting rid of the surplus, is the best thing for cotton. The 
Cotton Council and several other groups officially backed 
the general idea of Horne’s conclusion—call for the in- 
crease in acreage to keep the “reserve” large. 

This view holds that keeping the- national cotton carry- 
over (surplus) at 7 million bales or more, sounds good. So 
do claims that it’s the logical way to hold and build a 6 
million-bale-plus export market (with export subsidy). 

“Normal carryover”—as defined by present law—is only 
4.3 million bales. That’s not enough (Continued on page 49)

Comeback 
for 
Flaming? 


By Bob Nichols 


farmers, it looks like one of the hottest developments 

of the early sixties. The idea isn’t new; flame “cultiva- 
tion” fired up in the late forties, flickered through the 
fifties. It promises to sizzle in the sixties. For example: 

How’d you like to field-dry your milo (sorghum grain) 
to 15% moisture or less, before it’s harvested, without wait- 
ing for frost or prolonged dry weather—at a cost of $2.50 
an acre or less? Texas’ High Plains Research Foundation 
experiment station, near Plainview, did it this fall—withour 
reducing yield. Even there, in the low-rainfall area, that 
can be worth a lot—to speed up harvest and still have milo 
dry enough for safe storage or government loan, without 
dockage. (In other parts of the country, earlier frosts, 
wetter weather and marauding bird flocks make earlier 
harvest even more a “must,” and getting milo dry enough 
to harvest an even greater headache.) Pre-harvest desiccation 
may be the solution—and a major breakthrough in milo 
production. 

The High Plains station did it experimentally by searing 
the milo stalks enough with flame “cultivation” burners— 
double the usual number, mounted on a _ high-clearance 
spray rig—to “kill” (temporarily, at least) the milo stalks, 
The heads then dried out-—from around 35% moisture to 
17% or less in about a week—even faster than they would 
after frost, and much earlier. Besides, the heat “treatment” 
kills off those tough, green late-season weeds in the field. 
They would otherwise make combining harder and—some- 
times—make more of the grain pass through the machine. 

The trick is still experimental, and there may be kinks 
in it, but you'll be hearing more about it, from Dr. Tom 
Longenecker and the station. 

How'd you like to throw away every gooseneck hoe you 
have, thumb your nose at farm labor contractors (and 
unions) and park your row-crop cultivator at the back 
side of the place durjng the growing season? Well, why 
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| ee is getting hot, if you'll pardon the pun. For crop

not—especially if you can do it cheaper with flame? Some 
Rainfall Belt cotton and soybean growers started doing it 
years ago. 

There seems to be no reason you can’t at least eliminate 
most hoeing and conventional cultivation—even, probably, 
with “delicate” crops like peppers, potatoes, carrots. Surely 
you can with cotton in the Irrigated Belt and corn, milo, any 
kind of beans and peas anywhere, the Texas station is find- 
ing experimentally. Don’t try to yet with the delicate crops; 
it'll take a little longer to work out the best equipment and 
techniques for them, and some refinements are being made 
even for the “tough” crops. But main holdbacks to wide- 
spread use of flame (to supplement, not replace, pre-emerg- 
ence and post-emergence weed-killing chemicals) have been: 


The never-give-up misconception that row crops need to 
be cultivated anyway, to “stir the ground” and to “take 
and hold the moisture” and “aerate the soil.” They don’t.

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Flaming equipment mounted on conventional tractor. 
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With few exceptions, conventional cul- 
tivation has been found to have no 
useful purpose except to control 
weeds. Most often, it actually hastens 
soil drying out, and soil that has to 
be stirred several times to “take” mois- 
ture is unusual. Worst, however, is 
fact demonstrated at the station, that 
each conventional cultivation brings 
on another crop of weeds. Weed seed 
sprout only in the top quarter-inch or 
so of soil; each time you stir the soil, 
you bring up more seed to sprout. 
Leave the top quarter-inch unstirred, 
kill its weed crop (in the row as well as 
between the rows) with flame, and no 
more can come up. 


Equipment and techniques used in 
the past have been somewhat primi- 
tive; whole new catalogs of specialized 
burners and rigs are being developed 
and tried out. And, in the Irrigated 
Belt—the South Plains and similar 
areas—a whole new idea in row-crop 
farming has to come first—planting 
flat, instead of in beds, so the flam- 
ing equipment can work. (It’s now 
doubtful flaming can be used profit- 
ably for dryland row crops in the low- 
rainfall areas, however.) 


Fear that flame will kill or hurt the 
crop itself. It can—if used wrong. 
Used the right way with the right 
equipment, it needn't. The High Plains 
station has yield records to show that; 
you'd be surprised how much flame 
heat practically all crops can with- 
stand at certain stages. And, even 
when you can’t throw heat directly on 
the crop itself, you can direct the 
heat down the middles, to kill between- 
row weeds. The station has a massive, 
fast-moving research program under 
way to find out for its part of the 
country how much of the whole weed- 
control job flame can take over in 
all important row crops, and how it 
can best be done. 

For other parts of the country, pri- 
vate industry is also moving along with 
“spot” research projects to find how 
to replace the hoe and cultivator sweep 
with “heat from a tank”—controlled, 
LP-gas-fueled flame. Most of it is 
sparked by imaginative, far-sighted 
Bill Gotcher of Gotcher Manufactur- 
ing and Engineering Co., and his small 
research and development staff. Got- 
cher has a profit motive—he manufac- 
tures (at Clarksdale, Miss.) and sells 
flaming equipment. But he’s not ped- 
dling equipment, as he hops from ex- 
periment station to privately-owned 
test plot across the country — he’s 
bringing out previously-unexplored 
new tricks, in cutting weed control 
costs and dependence on itinerant hoe 
labor. Sure, that helps his profit when 
he does. But the row-crop-country 
promises to be a lot better off because 
of it.

POULTRYGRAM 















(New ideas and current information for poultrymen) 


BLOOD TYPES IN CHICKENS may be the key to many breed- 
ing objectives, according to N. C. State 
College scientists. Knowledge of blood types 
is expected to yield secrets about egg pro=- 
duction, ability to utilize feed and re- 
Sistance to disease. 





FAST “SEXING”—Use of slender flashlight probes will 
quickly replace the “vent method" of sexing 
baby chicks, it is predicted. It takes about 
three days training and two weeks practice 
for workers to become proficient at sexing 
(chicks) with instruments, according to John 
Moore, an Iowa sexing (association) official. 








GONE FISHING .. . poultryman R. Dan Morris of Deep 
Gap, N. C., has made some slight alterations 
in his operation. He converted a section of 
his poultry house to trout-rearing pools—is 
growing about 30,000 fingerlings. Morris says 
they, too, require cold, fresh water, a closely 
supervised diet and regular feeding. 





“IT’S UNCLE’S FAULT.” The "Wall Street Journal" puts the 
finger on government purchases of dried eggs 
as a cause of increased cost to consumers. 
USDA resumed buying dried eggs in June, to 
bolster prices. Price of large, mixed, 
colored eggs have jumped 7 cents a dozen since. 








EGG PRODUCTION SEEMS TO SUFFER when young hens are 
exposed to night-lighting, according to USDA 
research. In a test where pullets were ex- 
posed to a 16-hour day from birth to 20 weeks, 
they started laying seven to 10 days later 
than similar birds exposed to normal daylight 
during the period. Over a 5l-week time, the 
artificially lit birds laid an average of 
seven to eight fewer eggs. 





ELECTRIC WIRE FENCING serves a double barrel purpose 
on the pullet range for Phil Young, of Marion, 
N. C. He uses two strands, one low enough that 
birds can't go under and one about 15 inches 
high. Chickens test the wire and after a jolt of 
juice are just not interested in trying to fly 
the barrier . ..

“REMOTE ATTENDANCE” at poultry auctions is the new- 
est device planned for Southwest Poultry Ex- 
change at Center, Tex. Some 25 processor-buy- 
ers will have special private telephone con- 
nections which will permit each one to hear 
everything that goes on at the auction at 
Center—even if he's miles away, at his 
office. Then, if he wants to bid on a batch 
of birds, he can signal by push-button, same 
as bidders who are at the auction. And he can 
receive signal showing whether his bid is 
accepted or rejected. 
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Thrive ’n Plenty 
Blackbirds 


BLACKBIRDS — call them grackles, 
starlings or what you will—have been 
worrying crop farmers even more than 
usual this year. 


@ In California’s San Joaquin Val- 
ley, a blackbird population “explo- 
sion” is expected any time. Scientists 
in the state report that research shows 
it’s about due; the birds make “migra- 
tory excursions” into an area for some 
20 years before they start nesting 
there. That’s when the population 
trouble really starts, with a bang. And 
in some of the California areas the 
birds have been making “migratory 
excursions”—doing relatively limited 
but still costly damage—since 1940. 
The California solution is to find 
where the birds are nesting, when they 
do begin. Then start something like 
the recent poisoning campaign, in an- 
other area. It destroyed some 20,000 
blackbirds without harming other birds 
or wildlife. 


@ In Arkansas, rice seed is subject 
to such severe raids after it’s sowed 
that stands may be severely reduced. 
But treating the seed with Aldrin is 
proving highly effective, even after 
several rains and several weeks’ time. 


@ In Texas’ Lower Rio Grande 
Valley, blackbirds are becoming a seri- 
ous pest of citrus crops, pecking holes 
into oranges and grapefruit, as well 
as damaging vegetable crops and 
grains. With grain and grain seedlings, 
however, researchers there are also 
having some success with chemical re- 
pellents. 


Homemade Land Leveler 


FOR $50 and some ingenuity and hard 
work, farmers who would like to take 
advantage of land leveling practices 
can make a homemade float in farm 
shops. For small grain operations, it's 
ideal. 

It’s 10 feet wide and 24 feet long, 
and can be pulled by a large tractor 
to provide an operation that sifts loose 
any dry soil in front and fills in dead 
furrows and low spots while cutting 
down high spots. The float gets rid 
of water pockets (which cause excess 
moisture spots in small grain fields), 
makes harvesting easier and reduces 
wear and tear on farm machinery. It 
prevents drowning out of grain in low 
places during periods of heavy rain- 
fall. Plans are available from Okla- 
homa Extension Service, Stillwater.

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SERIOUS infestations of fall armyworms threaten areas 
in at least eight states, according to reports received from 
USDA and experiment station personnel. Entomologists 
say the pest is attacking sorghums, grasses, alfalfa, and is 
causing serious damage to small grain crops. 

Natural parasites and diseases which normally affect the

marches in Deep South states 


worms have not operated as efficiently as usual and popula- 
tions of the pest are on the increase. 

States reporting heavy damage are: Texas, Oklahoma, 
Kansas, Missouri, Tennessee, Alabama, North Carolina and 
Delaware. 

Lawn owners in some communities are reporting damage. 
The worms are also attacking pastures to the extent of threat- 
ening destruction, unless control measures are used. 

Germinating small grain and clover crops are especially 
vulnerable to attack and, like pastures, are difficult to treat 
if they are to be grazed or used for forage. 

Several insecticides are effective in controlling the worms, 
but must be used with care to prevent undesirable residual 
effects. 

Toxaphene is an effective control, but forage crops can- 
not be grazed within four to six weeks from application. 
Methoxychlor or chlordane can be used, but crops cannot 
be grazed for at least four weeks. 

Adult worms lay their eggs in batches and the pest in- 
creases to heavy concentrations in short periods. One report 
from North Carolina tells of almost complete destruction of 
a 50-acre field of millet.

Can’t get started farming? 


THESE BOYS DID IT 


TARTING yourself out in farming, well enough to make a good 
living at it, is hard nowadays, all right. (See “Can You Afford to 
Farm?”, July FARM AND RANCH.) But it’s not impossible. Several young 
men voted as some of Texas’ Outstanding Young Farmers have done it. 
J. B. Vandiver, Moody, Tex., can tell one of the best Horatio Alger 
stories in a long time. He has brought himself up the hard way. 

Vandiver was a day laborer and sharecropper when he returned to 
civilian life after World War II. There was nobody to set him up in 
farming—and it took a lot of money even then. After a lot of hard 
work and dollar-scraping, Vandiver promoted himself to renter by 
buying his own small tractor and equipment. But it was a poor farm, 
badly eroded and infested with Johnson grass, and low in fertility. 
It took a lot of diligent planning and managing—with a rotation of 
cotton, milo and small grain, overseeded with Hubam clover for live- 
stock pasture—to bring it back to productivity. A few head of cattle, 
to harvest the small grain-Hubam grazing, started him into livestock 
farming. He’s not all the way there yet. His 500 acres of rented 
pasture land and some small grain-clover grazing carry 150 head of 
stocker steers through the winter—and bring in cash to build up the 
beef cow herd he’s working for. Vandiver also farms 1,000 acres of 
rented cropland—a big acreage for his part of the country. 

Also without anybody's boost up, Donald McAnally, Mabank, Tex. 
has moved from farm laborer to farm operator—and he’s only 20 
years old! As a freshman in high school, he began by doing day labor 
to get money for his first cow. He rented farm equipment to work 
crop projects. Now he has been voted as the Outstanding Young Farmer 
for his Area. He’s operating a 160-acre farm with his own equipment. 

Don Angonia, Brazos County, did get a leg up along the way to the 
record that has won him the title of Outstanding Young Farmer for 
the state this year. Although Angonia did inherit some cropland acre- 
age—about a fourth of what he now farms, and a big help, to be sure— 
he began by renting a 100-acre cotton allotment. He was one of the first 
farmers in that area to use irrigation and—on land where average lint 
production per acre was about 375 pounds—he's now producing 850 
pounds an acre, on 260 acres of cotton. He has his own two-row 
mechanical cotton picker, five tractors and six irrigation wells. He 
now owns nearly 500 acres of valuable county land, leases 253 more.

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Scales Tell the Story 


RATE-OF-GAIN test is one way for 
the purebred breeder to back up his 
claims of bulls’ ability to gain. Feeder 
cattle buyers are demanding more 
rapid-gaining feeder cattle and the 
purebred breeder must produce bulls 
for commercial cattlemen that can 
make that gain. 

Two Tulsa County (Okla.) Angus 
breeders recently completed a 140-day 
bull performance weight test, the first 
Officially tested in the county, accord- 
ing to Tulsa County Agent John 
Stogner. The cattle belonged to J. P. 
Walker of the Limestone Angus Ranch 
and Angus Valley Farm. 

Bulls were weighed and graded at 
beginning and end of the feeding pe- 
riod. The 13 bulls fed on the Lime- 
stone ranch made an average daily 
gain of 2.73 pounds a day for the 
140-day period, with the top gaining 
bull marking up a 3.25 pounds a day 
gain. All graded Choice. 

A total of 64 bulls were fed on the 
Angus Valley farm during the same 
length of time, and these bulls were 
also fed a daily grain ration while 
grazing Bermuda grass pastures. 
These, too, were weighed and graded 
at the beginning of the 140-day feed- 
ing period and weighed and graded at 
the end of the feeding period by the 
committee composed of cattlemen and 
extension livestock personnel. The 64 
bulls weighed and graded High Good. 


Poultry Self-Patrol 


IT may be carrying the do-it-yourself 
idea pretty far, but some California 
poultrymen are now making the chick- 
ens solve their own fly problem in 
laying cage houses. The Fresno 
(Calif.) Bee reports that the idea is 
working well, especially in suburban 
areas, where fly control becomes es- 
sential. 

The trick starts with male chicks, 
usually’ cheap or free from local 
hatcheries. The poultryman (rancher, 
to Californians) broods the chicks to 
four to six weeks of age, inoculates 
them against disease, then releases 
them under the cages. The chicks 
wander under the cages, pecking up 
the fly larvae before it can hatch. On 
Star Egg Ranch, Anaheim, 85% of 
the cockerels turned loose this way 
have survived for later sale. And in 
their first experiment, in 1959, Star 
didn’t have to spray for flies at all. 

The cockerels (750 of them in a 
35,000-hen house)took care of the 
flies. It saved at least $320 worth of 
chemicals—and ability of chemicals 
to do the job is weakening, anyway, as 
flies get more resistant.

ONLY six 
bales an acre 


ONE of the highest cotton yields in 
the nation was recorded this year by 
Lyndol C. Barker of Dell City, Tex. 
Barker estimated his 1960 yield at 54 
to 6 bales per acre. Average produc- 
tion in the Dell City area is two bales 
an acre. 

Compared to Barker’s previous sea- 
sons, six bales is a drop in production! 
His highest yield was in 1957 when 
a 2.4 acre crop produced 19 bales, or 
slightly under eight bales an acre. The 
1960 drop was due merely to the 
fact that Barker could not devote the 
necessary time to the project. 

During the last four years, he has 
averaged 6.92 bales of Acala 15-17C 
per acre. The remarkable yields were 
produced on 10.4 acres in a two-four 
planting system. Barker admitted the 
size of the operation helped boost pro- 
duction, but two other factors are 
equally important: a 30% hike in 
water applications, and careful “tim- 
ing” of irrigating, fertilizing and in- 
secticide programs. 


He compares the crop to cattle in 
a livestock operation. “A cotton crop 
should be regarded as a living and 
growing animal,” he says. He feels 
that cotton plants, like animals, de- 
rive full berefit from water and “feed” 
made available in frequent amounts 
rather than “big slugs.” 

In place of a normal irrigating 
schedule of 14 to 20 days, Barker 
uses a six to eight day program. The 
Dell City area has an average rainfall 
of 3.80 inches and an excellent water 
supply. Barker uses a 446-foot well 
with a capacity of 1,800 gallons per 
minute. Concrete irrigation ditches 
conserve about one-third of the water 
pumped to the fields. 

The fertilizing program begins when 
the cotton is about 6 inches tall. A 
side-dressing of 450 pounds of 18-46-0 
is placed about 6 inches deep. After 
the plants have grown a little, Barker 
applies a side-dressing of 730 pounds 
of 21-0-0. When the size of the plants 
prohibits the use of equipment, Barker 
applies 150 pounds of 21-53-0 through 
the irrigation water. He continues the 
program “as long as the plants are 
putting on bolls.” 


Barker’s insecticide program is 
about 20% heavier than the average 
system used in the area, and he starts 
it about the middle of July or in early 
August. Applications are every 9 to 
10 days, or over five times during 
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the season. Thrips, aphids, flea hop- 
pers, bollworms and lygus are his 
main insect threats. 

Since the cotton plants grow to a 
height of 9 feet, the harvesting must 
be done by hand. Most of the crop 
is usually graded strict middling, with 
a staple length of 1 1/8 inches. 


More About 
Hybrid Cotton 


TWO DeKalb hybrid cotton varieties 
—108 and 220—to be available in 
limited amounts for 1961, are the 
forerunners of an exciting new line of 
hybrids yet to come. DeKalb’s cotton 
breeder, J. B. Weaver, told visitors to 
a recent field day that: 

@ A DeKalb stormproof-type hy- 
brid, for stripper-cotton areas of the 
Southwest, should be on the market 
for limited planting by 1962. It, too, 
is expected to out-yield present stand- 
ard-bred varieties by about 15%. 

@ An “anti-bollworm” hybrid cot- 
ton should be ready in about three 
years. It will have “resistance” to 
bollworm and pink bollworm because 
it is unattractive to them. It will be 
nectaryless—and the nectar of the cot- 
ton square is all that attracts bollworm 
moths to lay the eggs which do the 
damage on squares. 

@ A smoothleaf hybrid—valuable 
because its leaves and bracts don’t 
cling to fiber as tightly as hairy ones 
—will be available for extensive test- 
ing in 1962. 

@ A red-leaf hybrid being tested is 
only experimental, but shows promise 
of resistance to thrips and some toler- 
ance to boll weevil. 

@ DeKalb’s 108 wilt-resistant hy- 
brid is recommended for Coker 100 
and Empire-type cotton areas; DeKalb 
220 is wilt-tolerant and for areas 
which grow Delta Pine and Stoneville 
cotton. 


Weevil War 
Goes Southwide 


WEEVIL wipe-out gets big-scale test 
this fall (see “Weevil Control, Block- 
by-Block,” August FARM AND RANCH). 
After one season’s promising results 
in a small isolated area near Presidio, 
Tex., it’s now being tested on 1,200 
acres in Texas, 250 in Louisiana, and 
small acreages in South Carolina, Mis- 
sissippi and Arkansas. Weevil-infested 
fields are being sprayed in late-season 
(after poisoning is normally discon- 
tinued) with organic phosphate poison, 
to try to weaken and reduce the over- 
wintering populations of weevils. If 
it works here as it has at Presidio, 
few or no weevils will survive winter 
hibernation in the late-poisoned fields, 
to emerge and start the cycle again 
next year.

COURTENAY 


CAN you love God without gratitude? Can you love any- 
one without gratitude? Is not gratitude essential to all true 
greatness, goodness, patriotism and sacrificial service? Is 
it not the golden key that unlocks the fuller possibilities of 
health and happiness? 

Living as we do in this land of unbelievable plenty where 
our hands are almost always fuller than our hearts, we need 
training in the oldest of the great arts, that of being grateful. 

Fulton Oursler, author of The Greatest Story, blessed my 
life the day he shared with me the story of his old Negro 
nurse, Anna Marie Cecily Sophi Virginia Avalon Thessa- 
lonians. She was present when his mother was born. She 
was still present when Oursler himself was born. He tells 
us that she was the one who taught him his greatest lesson 
in the art of being thankful. 

“I remember her,” he says, “as she sat at the kitchen 
table in our house, the hard old brown hands folded across 
her starched wrapper, the glistening black eyes lifted to 
the whitewashed ceiling, and the husky old whispering voice 
saying, ‘Much obliged, Lord, for my vittles.” ‘Anna,’ I 
asked, ‘what's a vittle?’ ‘It's what you got to eat and drink, 
that’s vittles.” . . . ‘But you'd get your vittles whether you 
thanked the Lord or not.’ . . . ‘Sure, but it makes every- 
thing taste better to be thankful.’ After the meal she 
thanked the Lord again and then said, “You know, it’s a 
funny thing about being thankful . . . It’s a game an old 
colored preacher taught me to play. It’s looking for things 
to be thankful for. You don’t know many of them you 
pass right by unless you go looking for them. . Take 
this morning. I woke up and lay there wondering what I got 
to be thankful for now. And you know what, I can’t think 
of anything to thank Him for. . . . And then from the kitchen 
comes the most delicious morning smell that ever tickled my 
nose. Coffee. Much obliged, Lord, for the coffee, and much 
obliged, too, for the smell of it.’” 

The years passed and Oursler was out in the world learn- 
ing the bitter lessons every man is predestined to learn. He 
found it hard to remember Anna’s game of thankfulness. 
Then one day he was called to Anna’s bedside. She was 
close to the Pearly Gates and the Lord who was always 
so real. As Oursler looked at her he noticed that her old 
hands were knit with pain, and he wondered what Anna had 
to be thankful for at such an hour. It was then that she 
opened her eyes, looked around at her longtime friends, 
closed her eyes, folded her hands in prayer and said with 
a smile, “Much obliged, Lord, for such fine friends.”

Here is a game we all can play, and ought to play. It 
is the best cure I know for self-pity, discouragement, un- 
shrived sorrow and resentful-itis. To remember only the 
hurting times means that we have handled with unholy hands 
the laughing, smiling, happy times God gave us.

In many ways my best moments have been my empty ones! 
The best meal I ever had was in a country kitchen. It was 
limited to freshly baked bread, heavy with butter and straw- 
berry preserves, and a glass of the coolest, sweetest milk 
I ever drank. To a red-headed, freckled-faced boy of 10 
just back from a long walk in the woods, that was the best 
food I ever tasted. There was that characteristic “Much 
obliged, Lord” feeling in all of it! 

There were other times: The time when a conductor let 
me ride an interurban on a cold winter night when I had 
to get back to the seminary and had nothing in my pocket 
but a hope and a prayer. The time when it seemed that 
my wife would die a few hours after our second son's birth, 
and God came to me in the cold November rain when all 
the leaves on the sidewalk were wet and dirty, and the 
trees above my head were bare. Many times, when I have 
felt as empty as a gourd, great things have happened and I 
have known a fullness that was radiant with gratitude.

(375 degrees); bake 15 minutes longer or until delicately browned. Cool; cut 
into 2-by 5-inch strips.

How to Cook a Country Ham 


Scrub ham well with a stiff brush. 
Place in “lard stand” and cover with 
cold water. Add 1 cup of dark brown 
molasses and | cup vinegar and allow 
ham to soak overnight. The next day, 
remove ham from water, rinse well 
and cover with fresh water. Add one 
cup of dark molasses. Cover. Place 
over high heat and allow to come to 
rolling boil. Boil for 30 minutes. Re- 
move lard stand from heat. Do not 
remove the lid of lard stand. Cover 
lard stand well with newspapers and 
blankets. Allow to stand overnight. 
Remove ham from water. If you de- 
sire, remove skin from ham, score and 
stick a clove in each square. Cover 
with a paste of brown sugar and pickle 
juice and bake in a 300 degree oven 
for 1 hour.

Cut the eggplant into halves. Care- 
fully scoop out the pulp, leaving the 
shell about %-inch thick.

Place the eggplant halves in 
boiling water and allow to boil for 5 
minutes. Drain. 

Saute the onion in the butter and 
then combine with the eggplant pulp, 
seasonings and egg yolk.

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Baked Oranges 
6 oranges 1¥q cups sugar 
6 medium-sized Ve pecans 
apples 3 tablespoons 
1 No. 2 can crushed butter—melted 
pineapple 


Cut oranges in half. Use a sharp 
paring knife to cut out center of 
orange. Leave a thin layer of orange 
inside peeling. Peel and chop apples. 
Combine apples, the orange centers, 
sugar and pineapple. Cook together 
until very thick. Fill the orange cups 
with this mixture. Sprinkle chopped 
nuts and melted butter on top of each 
orange. Place in baking pan and add 
enough water to keep from sticking to 
bottom of pan. Bake at 325 degrees 
for 30 minutes.

with international problems. Nor have 
they shown any special astuteness in 
their proposals. 

Disarmament is going to be one 
of the most important subjects dur- 
ing the next few years. Our next Presi- 
dent must be keenly farsighted in his 
administration of this matter in which 
our country’s security will be so deeply 
involved. Nixon has exhibited the 
type of restraint and concern which 
makes him far better qualified to pro- 
tect our country’s interest.

IN THE SOUTH: 


More and more Southerners are re- 
acting sharply to the contention that 
cotton can be produced over the long 
run more economically in the West. 
It's true that Western techniques of 
production have pushed yields to un- 
heard of figures, but not so with prof- 
its, which growers are interested in, 
according to Heidelberg. 

Editor Tom Johnson, of the Oxford 
Public Ledger in Oxford, N.C., re- 
cently wrote, “W. B. Camp, a South 
Carolina native who now has im- 
mense holdings in the San Joaquin 
Valley told visiting Tarheels 
that the U.S. Government . . . is sup- 
plying the cost of bringing much of 
the water through irrigation ditches 
and collection lakes for California 
farms.” 

So, mid-South and Southeastern 
grower groups see themselves caught 
between two pressures which threaten 
their position in the cotton industry. 
First, the effort from the West to get 
increases in acreage which will ulti- 
mately give the area a greater share 
of the total, and second, aids in pro- 
duction which lower cost to producers 
in the West, at taxpayer expense. 


WESTERN VIEWPOINT: 


insist backers of acreage increase 
pleas. They claim that Southeastern 
cotton groups have their own reasons 
for objecting to increased acreage now. 
They say, “Let cotton be produced by 
growers who can afford to produce it.” 
They shrug off the high cost to the 
taxpayer as “temporary” and “neces- 
sary” to build world markets. (Much 
of the West's irrigated cotton is wat- 
ered by wells, not federal projects.) 

Despite the alarming threat of com- 
petition from imported textiles, Horne 
sees a “strong market outlook for the 
years ahead.” He sees consumption 
climbing steadily upward from the past 
year’s encouraging 16 million bales— 
increasing at the rate of a half-million 
to a million bales a year—if rayon 
Stays in its present doldrums and we 
produce “ample supplies” for antici- 
pated “expanding market for Ameri- 
can cotton.” Horne warns against re- 
ducing the U. S. carryover—“only 
important cushion against a shortage” 
—which would force world prices up- 
ward. 

Had the Agricultural Act of 1958 
not been passed, believes Horne, the 
then-pending 20% cut in acreage 
would have had just that result.

Shortcut to 
Better Beef 


A shortcut to build better herds in 
less time is being brought about with 
the aid of artificial insemination on 
the Open-A-Bar ranch near Foraker, 
Okla. 


Entire operation of the ranch is 
built around the planned time-saving 
calving program—pioneering success- 
ful early calving, to get calves from 
two-year-old heifers, thus eliminating 
delay of one year. 


Visitors to the ranch say the quality 
of the calves from two-year-olds has 
been as good as that of a three-year 
or a four-year-old. 


The artificial insemination method 
is expected to do in five years what 
would take 15 years by pasture breed- 
ing. In its infancy, the experiment 
seems to be working satisfactorily. 

The ranch has both a spring and a 
fall calving program with dual pur- 
pose—fewer bulls are needed and 
there is a double shot at the market. 
Fall calves from the two-year-olds are 
creep-fed. 

The 54,000-acre spread is owned 
by K. S. (Boots) Adams, chairman of 
the board of the Phillips Petroleum 
Co., and is managed by Dick Whetsell 
and a four-cowboy crew. 


Grazing Quadrupled 


WHEN Charles Boyd of Lometa, Tex. 
brought the Bar-3 Ranch near Jay, 
Okla., only about 30 of it. 2,800 acres 
were open land. Today, by an in- 
tensive pasture clearing program, the 
land will graze four or five times as 
many cattle as it did in 1953. 

At that time the ranch could hardly 
maintain 250 head of cattle on 6,000 
acres; in 1959, 1,158 head grazed on 
the original 6,000 acres plus 2,000 
additional acres. 

Clearing the land, preparing it and 
seeding or sodding it cost less than 
$40 an acre. The ranch used a bush 
hog machine where possible, and one 
year brought in a herd of 4,600 An- 
gora goats from Texas, which were 
kept through the summer and returned 
before cold weather began. 

H. G. Kendrick, manager, says 
Bermuda and fescue with Ladino 
clover, ryegrass and lespedeza are 
grown on the ranch. Last year 200 
cows were wintered on dry Bermuda 
and fed hay only when snow covered 


the grass.

Farmers now at political crossroads? 


On the Campaign Trail—This is not an attempt to tell you 
how to vote. It is an honest effort to explain the real issue 
in this election, as it is certain to affect the future of 
American Agriculture. As for FARM AND RANCH, we be- 
lieve too much government control over the rights of in- 
dividuals is bad for America—and that there is far too 
much already. However, if this is not a fair outline of the 
candidates’ true positions, chalk it off to the human weak- 
ness of being unable to stay neutral. No bias is intended. 


The farm issue may not decide this Presidential elec- 
tion. Many other issues—big, flashy and fierce ones—have 
raised their heads to shove the “farm problem” out in the 
cold. But there is a farm choice. And it may be final— 
it could easily take you beyond the “point of no return.” 

As a professional farmer, or somebody else vitally con- 
cerned with the future of American Agriculture, the farm 
issue could very well decide your vote. And that could be 
good. For their views of the farm problem and its answers 
are a tip-off to the basic thinking of the two candidates. 


In the first place, there has been a running, nobody-wins 
argument over whether, on principle, farmers want or should 
have more government help and control—or want and de- 
serve a chance to be free again, once their Washington-made 
troubles are ironed out. 

In their first, unexciting TV debate, as in other speeches, 
both Nixon and Kennedy have tried to make it clear that 
their “goals are the same, but our methods different.” 
However, if you analyze all they have said on the subject 
of Agriculture, beginning with their remarks at the plowing 
contests in the Midwest, it’s easy to see they have somewhat 
opposite ideas about where the “goal” is located. 


Senator Kennedy unwittingly makes it clear that if elected 
President he will see that government supports become an 
everlasting part of the farm economy. All his proposals 
point to permanent government pricing and (needless to 
say) strict farmer controls to make such a program work- 
able. His plan, then, is the answer for farmers who have 
continually insisted that the high-support-price, rigid-gov- 
ernment-control method is the only way farmers can keep 
pace with an otherwise government-supported economy. 

If you belong to this group, your man is Jack Kennedy. 
However, it’s important to keep in mind that this candidate 
is equally dedicated to injecting government aid and control 
into many other facets of the economy. 


Vice President Nixon’s declared “goal” is likewise a 
“sound farm economy, with farmers getting a fair shake.” 
And his true feelings are a little harder to sift out of all the 
campaign chatter. It was planned that way. But if you 
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read between the lines carefully, a pattern finally emerges. 
It was planned from the beginning that he would talk 
in generalities, reveal few details, shake his association with 
the Benson stigma and pick flaws in the Kennedy plan. 
This has not worked to perfection because he has been 
pushed by friends and enemies to reveal more specifics. 
Every time he has been cornered and accused of being 
a supporter of Benson’s ideas, he has been forced farther 
and farther toward Kennedy-type, big-government pro- 
grams. Secretary Benson has been urged by the party and 
others not to embrace Nixon; and has played his hand 
well. (It is suspected that his statement favoring Rockefeller 
during the convention was a result of his cooperative spirit.) 


Buried deep in all Nixem has said about Agriculture, 
however, is some indication that he does think like Benson. 

Even so, don’t expect more evidence of it; because the 
Democrats just tagged him again with the “just like Benson” 
label. To him, this means he must offer more proof that 
it’s a lie. Actually, there are many who suspect that Nixon 
would /ike to endorse the basic ideas Benson has advocated 
—but is afraid of losing votes. (It’s accurately assumed that 
all modern Secretaries of Agriculture end up with more 
enemies than friends. ) 

The Vice President has talked much about what he would 
spend immediately to “get the surplus off the farmers’ 
backs.” Both candidates have. But each time Nixon men- 
tions these programs he emphasizes that they should be 
temporary, emergency measures. And says the government 
should work its way out of the farmer's business. 


Kennedy’s farm program would very likely take one of 
two forms, depending upon the Democratic Congress and 
his lieutenants: (1) A return to and expansion of high, rigid 
support prices—with strict controls, perhaps by volume of 
production instead of acreage allotments; or (2) Some vari- 
ation of the Brannan-Poage-type program, with direct pay- 
ments from government over and above actual market prices. 
By necessity, either program would eventually be extended 
to include most commodities. (Certainly Kennedy would 
have his share of trouble getting these through Congress.) 


Nixon, on the other hand, talks about (1) “Operation 
Consume,” a four-point plan for using up surpluses at home 
and abroad; and (2) “Operation Safeguard,” a six-point 
plan to pay farmers for holding down production until con- 
sumption catches up with the supply. Both talk on and on 
about P.L. 480 (giveaway) sales, Food for Peace and a Soil 
Bank (all Benson originals). But Kennedy's Soil Bank would 
be compulsory, Nixon’s voluntary. 

So—what'll it be? More government aid and control over 
farming, or less government? That's the big choice.
